| THE VESSELS LOST. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A special | 
from Shanghai says that an additional 
report of the naval battle off the 
mouth of the Yalu River is as follows: 
There were 11 Japanese and 14 Chi- 
nese warships with six torpedo boats 
engaged. The Chinese loss in ships 
were the Yang-Wei, 1350 tons; the 
Chao-Yung. 1450 tons and the Lai- 
Yeung 2300 tons. These were sunk by 
the Japanese. 

The following ships, Ting-Yuen, 
2713 tons, a sister ship to the Chen- 
Yuen, 2900 tons and the Ping-Yuen 
eaught fire. Five of the rest were 
damaged. 

Of the Japanese fleet. the Akasgo, an 
armored vessel of 622 tons, the Matau- 
sima, a deck-protected cruiser of 4270 
tons and the Hijei, an armor-clad, 
were damaged. 

Nine- Japanese officers and thirty 
men were killed and 160 wounded. 


THE PETREL AT HIOGO.

The Demand for Calttornia Products 
Stirs Up Discussion.

LONDON, Sept. 21 (By Atlantic cable.) 
The -controversy upon the question 
of | English fruit is growing largely. 
It was stirred up dy the recent 
invasion of the California fruits and 
by Gladstone’s recomendation to small 
British farmers to give up growing wheat 
and take to fruit-growing. 

In this connection Richard D. Black- 
more, the novelist, who, for years has 
been a latge fruit-grower upon his model 
farms in Surrey, has written a letter to 
the Times, in which he says that it is 
impossible at the present wholesale prices 
of English fruit to made a fair profit. He 
adds that the most magnificent grapes 
bring 2s a pound on an Average and that 
fine peaches bring 28 per dozen. Ho 
quotes plums at 1s to 36 per sieve, and 
pears at 2s 6d to 4s per bushel, and they 
are scarcely saleable at any price. Apples 
alone, says Blackmore, would give a fair 
return if the British farmers only had 
them. In the face of these facts, which 
become ‘more adverse every year, Black- 
more expresses the opinion that it would 
de a cruel deception to talk of profitable 
fruit-growing in England.

THE Fenn CONDITION or THE

Tre surface of the earth. is aupposed, to 


contain 188,000,000, tf square mlles, 
which 137,000,000 are ‘water. While we are 
fairly familiar with the surface of the land, 
we know, except in a general way, very 
little of the physical conditions of the 
vast area covered by water. That we know 
even as much as we do is mainly owing 
to the developments in a teleg-

area of 10,500,000 square miles, in 
which there are only seven soundings, 
while in a long strip crossing the whole 
North Pacific, with an afea of 2,800,000 


square miles, there is absolutely no sound- 


ing at all. Ot all the oc2ans the Atlantic 
is dy ‘far the best sounded, and over its 
area of 31,000,000 square miles there is a 
mean depth of. about 2200 fathoms, or 
about 200 fathoms less than the estimated 
mean depth of the Pacific: The promoters 
of. the \groposed Parcific cable will (be in- 


terested in 4 fact pointed out by Capt. 


„ J. L. Wharton, namely, that the very 
deepest parts of the ocean are not near 
their centers, but in all cases very near 


laid. Thus the deepest sounding ever 


taken is one of 4655 fathoms, 110 miles 
outside the Kurile Islands. The next 
deepest ls 4561 fathoms, only seventy miles 
north of Porto Rico, in the West Indſes, 
ana there is another deep depression with 
fathoms, at a distance of fifty miles 
off the coast of Peru. In these great 
depths the floor of the ocean consists of a 
reddish-colored clayey mud, with no traces 
of organic remains but the teeth of sharks 
and cetacca. Great progress has been 
made in the study of ocean currents. A 
clever model has been mads to illustrate 
the currents of the Atlantic. The wa 
is blown out of various nozzles represeni- 
ing the mean direction .of «the permanent 
winds which blow. over large areas in the 
same direction. The movement of the 
water is made apparent by lycopodium 
dust sprinkled over its surface, and mot 
only are the main. currents reproduced, 
but, also the smaller effects and — 
ties of the ‘Atlantic drifts. 


WINE IN TABLETS, 


A chemist. of Algters announces that he 
has invented a process: for concentrating 
wine in tablets. Henceforth, we are told, 
travelers .will be able to carry great casks 
of wine in ‘diminutive boxes. The ripe 
grapes are taken, the stalks removed and 
the fruit pressed. The liquid is then 
pumped into a vacuum evaporator, heat is 
applied, and, at a sufficient temperature, 
vapor is produced, which is passed into a 
refrigerator. The result is a thick and 
syrupy liquor, which is afterward mixed 
with the grape pulp and pips. The mix- 
ture is pressed into tablets, which, it is 
alleged, will keep almost indefinitely. To 
make wine, it is only necessary to add 
the amount of water which has been evap- 
orated. A good wine, of fine flavor, and 
of from 8 to 9 deg. of alcoholic strength 
is obtained. The tablets contain about 80 
per cent. of grape sugar. It is suggested 
that the tablets, mixed with a little water, 
or diluted in soup maigre, would prove 


very nourishing as a ration when cam 


paigning or traveling. 
HE ACTION OF RIFLE BULLETS. 


Some important observations on the 
‘effect: of modern rifle bullets have been 


‘published. by Prof. Dubois-Reymond, the 


eelebrated Physiologist.“ A comparatively 
small hole was caused by 
the old rifle ball through the body, but 
the new bullet has ap astonishing effect. 
If, for instance, the ball passes through | 
the head of a corpse, the sku is burst 
asunder in all directions, and very little 
of the bead remains. The way in which 
Dubois-Reymond explains this phenomenon 
is graphic. He premises that we cannot 
precisely define the conditions of the 
aggregations of a body. A piece of bottle 
‘lac, or sealing wax, if long exposed to 
uniform pressure, dissolves, but it bursts. 
into sharp-edged splinters if the blow of 
a hammer produces on it an effect, which, 
measured in kilogramme meters, is equal 
to perhaps a small fraction of the pressure 
when slowly exercised. ‘The conditions of 
ageregation, therefore, can only be rec- 
ognized by the consequences of mechanical 
operations on such bodies, and these con- 
sequences are quite different, though the 
operations do not. @iffer at all in quality, 
but only in duratlon. Sealing wax is an ex- 
ample of a body, which, while apparently 
solid turns out to be a fluid, if it is ope- 
rated upon slowly enough. The generally- 
known phenomena of glaciers show that 
ice behaves in a similar way. Is it not 
possible, then, Dudols- Reymond, 
“that water, which is generally regarded 
as a fluid, may behave as a solid, if only 
the: time of operation can be made short 
enough? Every swimmef knows that he is 
liable. to receive very severe ‘blows from 
the water, if he takes a4 header from a 
considerable height unskilifully. In order, 
however, to dash a vessel filled with water 
at the head of a corpse, and shatter it 
into small pieces, like a lump of ice, a 
blow of such extraordinary velocity is 
necessary that it was not possible for such 
a phepomenon to be observed before the 
invention of the new rifle, which propels 
missiles with a velocity of 650 meters a 
second. If my speculation be correct, the 
effect of the new duldet is by no means 
an explosion, but merely a dashing to 
pieces, exactly the same as the well-known 
Process of the bursting asunder of drops of 
hardened glass when the point is broken 
off.’’ ; 


THs MONEY VALUE OF HANDS AND

Charter Revision Committee eld 
novher meeting yésterday afternoon, at 
witch the proposed forms of amentled 
charters, as prepared by the Couneil Com- 
mittee and the committee representing 
several orgamizations, were compared sec- 
tion by section.. | 

After some minor concessions a form of 

charter was agreed upon, with two im- 
portant exceptions, which it was arranged 
should be brought before the whole Coun- 
cil. One of these exceptions was the qu 
tion whether the appointments of the 
principal city officers shall be made by the 
Mayor or by the Council, the business 
men ‘holding the former method to be pref- 
erable. The other exception was the 
question of consolijating the offices of 
Water Overseer and Street Superintendent 
into the office of City Engineer. 
On this proposition the members of the 
Council Committee hold that to combine 
all three offices into one would be placing 
too many duties on one man. 

It was arranged to have an eijourned 
meeting of the Council as early as may 
be next week amd take up these two ques- 
tions, with a view to coming to some de- 
cision as soon as possible con a form of 
amended charter, to be submitted to the. 
people for approval. :

Telegrams from Debs and Others 
“Introduced in Evidence—The 
Story as Told by the 

Defendants. 


The trial of the case against C. T. 
Buchanan and Thomas Gallagher, charged 
with having conspired to and obstructed 
the passage of the United States mails 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad on June 
28 last was resumed before Judge Ross 
and a jury in the United States Distric. 
Court yesterday, and such was the prog- 
gress made that when court adjourned for 
the day, both sides had put in all theii 
testimony, and all that remained was fo 
counsel to argue the matter and submit it 
to the jury. 

There were not many spectators present, 
despite the fact that the proceedings were 
of an interesting nature throughout, but 
the fact that all interest in the strike 
has died out, 80 far as the general public 
is concerned, doubtless accounts for the 
lack of curiosity manifested. 

The second day's proceedings commenced. 
with the examination of E. A. Beardslee, 
local manager of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, who was called on behalt 
of the government for the purpose of iden- 
tifying and producing certain telegrams 
from and to Bugene V. Debs, the presi- 
dent of the organization known as the 
Ameriean Railway Union, to or f the 
lecal officers of that order.. 

He was followed by W. B. Beamer, 
superintendent of the Southern California 
Railway, who testified much to the same 
effect as did General Manager Wade on 
Thursday afternoon, going, however, fur- 
ther into detail. 

He in turn surrendered the witness 
stand to J. A. Muir, superintendent of 


the Southern age: Railroad, Los An- 
geles division, testified in effect as 
follows: 


On June 27 last, a short time before the 
hour for the departure of train No. 18 for 
San Francisco, he heard that there wa. 
some hesitancy on the part of the train- 
men and switchmen about making up and 
taking the train out. He, thereforg, went 
down into the yard among the men and 
found that the two defendants were there 
advising the company’s employees not to 
handle Pullman cars, and threatening tc 
brand them as scabs if they did. As soon: 
as he realized the situation he ordered 
Buchanan and Gallagher to leave the 
premises, and they did so, but sdon after- 
ward returned, purchased tickets to some. 
near point and remained on the premises. 
The matter resolved itself before he or- 
dered them to leave the yard into a ques- 
tion as to whether they or he could use 
the most persuasive arguments with the 
men. As the yardmen and switchmen could 
not be induced to couple the engine to the 
train after it was made up, witness him- 
self gave the engineer the signal to bac:: 
up and made the coupling. After the 
train was made up and ready to start 
Buchanan and Gallagher went to the en- 
gineer and fireman; and endeavored to 
persuade them not to take the tratn out. 
The fireman left the engine with Gallagher 
and started to walk down the platform, 
but upon being ordered by witness to re- 
turn to bis post on the engine, did so. 

After a good deal of bullying and cajol- 
ing the train crew finally consented to 
make a start, and a few minutes after the 
regular hour the train pulled out, with 
both defendants on board of it. 8 

Upon reaching River station the de- 
endants again tackled the fireman, and 

nally scared him into refusing to go out, 
whereupon others of the crew abandoned 
the train out of sympathy. Both defend- 
ants appeared to have been drinking. The 
language they used in talking to the com- 
pany’s employees was ‘to the effect that 
any man who handled, switched, or took 
out any Pullman cars after noon of tha. 
day would, be branded as a scab and de- 
nounced as such all ovér the continent 
that the A. R. U. was bound to win the 
fight, and that while they would not pe. 
mit any Pullmans fo be run, the mails 
would not be interfered

Witness saw the defendant, 
Gallagher, at both Arcade and River sta- 
tions in conversation with the flreman, but 
could not hear what was said. At River 
station, however, he heard Gallagher say: 
„Vou're not going to fire this train cut,

Later on, witness asked Gal- 
lagher whether the train would leave that 
night or not, and the defendant replied 
that he knew no more about it than he,

Upon cross-examination the witness ad- 
mitted, as, in fact, did all of the govern- 
ment’s witnesses, that he saw no violence 
offered, heard no threats, other than’ that 
of being denounced as a scab, and heard 
neither of the defendants make any state- 
ment or claim any authority as an officer

ee’ H. Odell, conductor in charge 
of No. 18 on June 27 last, merely corrob- 
orated the testimony of Superintendent 
Muir and the witness, Bricker. 

‘William Stewart, the engineer on the 
train in controversy, testified to the effect 
that he was approached by both defend- 
ants before backing down with his engine 
to make the coupling. He was then oil- 
ing up, and Gallagher, after learning that 
he was going/ out, showed him a couple 
of dispatches fo the effect that the boycott 
was on at He told Gallagher that 
he had nothing to do with that, as he 
was not member: of the A. R. U. Bu- 
chan o was on the other side of the 
engine, also told him of the boycott. Gal- 
lagher stated that he had authority to 
stop every wheel on the system, and it 
would nat be well for witness if he per- 
sisted in taking the train out. The de- 
fendants then turned their attention to 

Henry Foster, head brakeman, corrob- 
orated the witnesses who had preceded 
him, with reference to the part, taken 
by defendants in pursuading- the fireman 
to leave the engine. 

E. L. Jones, a Times reporter, was 
called for the purpose of showing that 
there was such an organisation as the 
A. R. U.; that it had headquarters at Clune’s 
cigar stand on San Fernando street, and 
that during the strike he had occasion to 
go there in the line of his duties. 

J. W. Elliott of the Evening Express 
was also called for the same purpose, 
but had never been to the headquarters 
of the A.R.U. 

M. T. Bowler, a spécial officer in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific Company, 
corroborated the testimony of the train- 
men and officials. 


Fireman G. E. Lewis, who was induced 


to leave the engine and thereby detain | 


No. 18, on June 27 last, detailed the 
actions of the defendgnts, stated that 
being a member of the A.R.U. at that 
time, he came to the conclusion that if 
be went out on the train he would be 
dengunced as a scab for life, whereas if 
ihe refused, he would only dose his posi- 
tion, and he therefore chose the lesser of 
two evils. 

Upon cross-examination the defense en- 
deavored to show from the witness’s own 
admissions that a few days after that he 
presided over an A.R.U. meeting, and 
made an enthusiastic speech, but he could 
not remember what he said, and the court 
peremptorily shut off this line of inquiry 
as irrelevant to the master at sue.

To Denis, United States Attorney, Los 
Angeles, Cal.: See that passage of regular 
trains carrying United States mails in the 
usual and ordinary way as contemplated 
by the act of Congress and directed by the 
Postmaster-General is not obstructed. 
Procure warrants or any other available 
process from United States courts against 
any and all persons engaged in such ob- 
struction and direet Marshal to execute 
the same by such pee of deputies cr 
such posse as may be necessary.

His attitude with regard to the strikers 
was changed by reason of dispatches he 
received from Washington. 

Mr. Adcock. proceeded to question wit- 


court, and in spite of his assertion that 


merely acting in accordance, as they be- 
lieved, with the law as laid down by the 
United States attorney to them, he was 
compelled to abandon this ingenious line 
of defense. 

C. T. Buchanan, one of the defehdante, 
about 35 years of age, then took the 
stand, and in his own behalf testified to 
the effect that he had lived here about 
nine months, of which he had ppent four 
in the employ of the Southern Pacific 
Company. On June 27 last he was run- 
ning a saloon at 1528 San Fernando street. 
About noon, while on his way to dinner, 
he met the foreman of the switch crew, 
and was told by him that there was a 
boycott on the Pullmans, and that there 
might be some fun at the Arcade de- 
pot that afternoon. He then went up 
there and met Gallagher, who with Muir 
and Finn, was afguing with some switch-. 
men in the yards. Being ordered to leave 
the premises he and Gallagher went 
across the street, purchased cigars and re- 
turned. He was going up Naud’s win- 
ery at Tropico on No. 18, and asked Gal- 
lagher to accompany him. Both then 


to see what Engineer Stewart, whom he 
knew, Was going to do about taking his 
train out. When the train pulled out he 
rode on the front end of the day coach to 
River station, where he went into the bag- 
gage réom to get a drink. He denied 
flatly: that he was a member of the A. R. U.; 
that he had any connection with the strik- 
ers, or that he ever knew that such a thing 
as a strike was in existence. He was 
there simply out of curiosity to see what 
was going on. He was a bofia fide trav- 
eler and did not buy the ticket to Trop- 
ico in order that he might have an ex- 
cuse to remain on the company’s prem- 
ises after being ordered off. 

Thomas C. Gallagher, a fair-haired, mild- 
mannered man about the same age as 
co-defendant, then took the stand. 

In his own behalf he testified to having 
been in the railroad business for about 
seventeen years. On June 27 he wag em- 
ployed as an extra switchmen on the 
Southern Pacific road, but when he re- 
ported for duty at noon was informed that 
there was no work for him. Prior to that 
time he had called at Clune’s cigar stand 


which the clerk asked him to take round 
to Clune’s house, he being sitk. After 
Clune had opened and. read it witness 
asked to be allowed to show it to the 
boys as a matter of news and carried it 
off with him. Having heard Lewis say 
something about not going out with his 
train, i the boycott was ordered an he. 
went to see him and showed him the dis- 
patch. He also showed it to the. fore- 
man of the. switching crew at the A 

depot and remarked that he did not think 
it advisable to handle Pullman cars after

Americans Elected to Office Without 
Being Consulted—Fined if They 
Do Not Serve Capt. Sum- 
ner’s Policy.

ANDRE'S MONUMENT. 


Tappan People Restore It After Hav- 
ing Blown It Up Twice.

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Ms Fruits: 


Crops and Markets. 


The weather has been warm during the 


past Week, with drying winds which ‘have 
facilitated’ the drying of fruit, and the 
season’s work in this line is approaching 
completion. Some late peaches and a 
few prunes remain to be dried. Raisin 
grapes are being picked and dried, but 
the crop is reported to be under the aver- 
age and the bunches and berries. small. 
The warm weather has been beneficial 
to the sugar-beet crop at Chino. The har- 
Lest to date amounts to nearly twenty-five 
thousand tons. The percentage of sugar is 
good. 
The orange crop is reported to be show- 
ing up well wherever plenty of water is 
available for irrigation. 
The walnut crop is reported to be not 
so badly injured by the recent hot weather 
as was at first supposed. 
The local produce market is quiet. In 
fruits as well as in grain there is a dif- 
ference of agreement as to values between 
sellers and buyers, which prevents the con- 
Summation of trades. The barley’ market 
has ruled steady in San Francisco dur- 
ing the week and an upward movement 
is looked for before seeding time. 


The Vineyardists Will Co-operate. 


As recently mentioned in The Times, 


the proposed organization of wine-growers 
and dealers fell through, but for all that 
the vineyardists will have the advantage 
of co-operation. The California wine-mak- 
ers have determined to form a co-operative 
@ssociation for the purpose of controlling 
the vintage of the State and to adopt 
measu to place the wine industry in a 
more flourishing condition, The various 
Wine districts of the State elected dele- 
gates to a convention which was held in 
San Francisco on the 11th of this month, 
Several speakers stated that the only way 
to secure. relief for the wine-makers was 
to perfect a strong co-operative associa- 
tion. It was considered best for each dis- 
trict to have an. organization auxiliary to 
a central association. 
Judge Stanley of Napa, who is a large 
grape-grower, addressed the meeting on 
the subject of co-operation. He thinks that 
the life of the wine industry depends upon 


an organization of the producers of the 


State. He favored a plan which would re- 
sult in the creation of a corporation or 
Syndicate which would issue stock to be 
owned by the producers. In his opinion 


: the capital stock should be $2,000,000, with 


one-half of that amount paid in, With such 
capital the corporation could control 


n the entire wine product of 
State, the e would realize 
fair 


‘* 


R. C. Terry of 88 said he believed 
the producers should have a separate or- 
ganization, independent of the dealers. He 
did not believe that such a combination as 
Suggested by Stanley would be of any ad- 
Vantage to the growers. Terry suggested 
the idea that an association be formed to 
Which should be turned over a certain per- 
centage of each crop, to be paid for in 
stock of the association. It would be best 
for the growers to simply N for a 
given number of years. , 

G. A. Wetmore favored the plan sug- 

ested by. Terry. He did not think it wise 
tp: organize a trust, but rather a co-opera- 
tive association through which the product 
can be regulated and marketed. He be- 
‘Heved that the California wines were not 
being properly pushed in the East. He 
*  piinted to the fact that certain wines were 
being sold in New York on a basis of 75 


Cents a gallon, and the wine merchants of 


that city are inclined to handle more. That 
was accomplished. by persistent pushing, 
amd that is what is required for all the 
Wines of the State. 

He condemned the plans. of the lately- 


“formed wine syndicate, and all similar or- 


ganizations that might tend to bear“ the 

Arket. He suggested that the growers 
permit authorized inspectors to examine 
and classify their wines as inferior, ordin- 
aty. superior and fine. The two cheaper 
grades could then be pooled and handled 
by the organization to the best possible 
advantage. The individual producers could 
control and market their finer grades and 
thus retain their special brands. 


The committee finally reported favorably 


upon the proposition, and organized a per- 

lanent co-operative assceiation to include 
every wine district of the State. It also 
recommended the organization of auxiliary 
associations in every district. Among the 
plans discussed was one for the organiza- 
tion of a joint stock company to build wine 
storehouses. A constitution and by-laws 
win be prepared for submission to a gen- 


eral meeting of the wjne-growers at some 


tuture time. 

It was about time that the California 
Wine-growers should take some steps to 
help themselves, or the probability was 
that the industry would soon be in a mori- 
bund condition, and this in spite of the 
great advantages which California pos- 
Sesses in the production of wines at a time 
when most of the leading wine-growing 
countries of the world are struggling wie 
dngect and other pests. 


Dairymen in 

Taking pattern from the action of those 

paged in other branches of farm work, 
the dairymen of California met for the 
first time im annual convention in San 
"Prancisco on the 11th inst. The meeting 
was held under the auspices of the Cali- 
fornta Dairy Association, and was largely 
attended. All parts of the State were 
represented, ‘and besides dairymen, there 
were a number of persons present engaged 


in various other agricultural pursuits. 


Several of the speakers urged the dairy- 
men to combine and co-operate in order 
to secure the passage of laws beneficial fo 
their business and to the people. Refer- 
enee was made to the number of deaths 
of infants that are reported due to the 
@rinking. of milk produced by swill and 
@istiliery fed cows, which practice was 
Mrongly condemned. The need of a dairy 
echool was strongly urged, where proper 


aneuructions might be given in the various 


Branches of the business. 
W. A. Holeemb, president of the San 


Produce Exchange, said in the 


eie of his opening address: 
“Every pound of good butter that goes 

inte the market will make a 07 tor 
more pounds.

“There should be commissioners ap- 
pointed to enforce them. It must not be 
a case similar to what occurred a couple 
of years back. A certain large commission 
house had mien appointed to enforce the 
first oleomargarine law. Several men were 
arrested and taken before His Honor. 
They plead guilty, were fined $5 and dis- 
missed. The commissioners for t work 
received a eum for the afrest and 
conviction of each party. It was a very 
one-sided affair, and no benefit was de- 
rived. These same men are back at their 
old ‘tricks again. 

“Oleomargarine is fast encroaching upon 
our rights. The people who make it are 
going beyond their bounds. In the Hast. 
ern States it has received a hard blow, and 
the time is coming for it to get a black 
eye here. It comes to this Coast in car- 
load lots. What becomes of it after it is 
landed here we can only surmise. I want 
to say to the dairymen of California: Fall 
in line; let your motto be that emblem of 
our State’ s industries, molded in a product 


of the fine art of agriculture, and your 


success will only be measured by the in- 
telligence with which you apply yourself 
to your business. 

“The idea of dairy instruction in con- 
nection with the State University should 
not be abandoned. It is ho that some 
time in the near future, when our law- 
makers carte more for the welfare of the 
State than they have manifested. in the 
past, this subject may receive the atten- 
tion which its importance demands.“ 

Prof. Hilgard of the State University 
favored a dairy school, which he ‘thought 
should be established near the University, 
so that students might, if they. pleased, 
attend both institutions. 

The Committee on Legislation reponted 
the success of its efforts to secure planks 
in the Republican or .Democratic State 
platforms favoring the dairy interests of 
the State. The members of the committee 
hoped at the next session of the Legis- 
lature to secure the * of a bill for 
a dairy school. 

On the following day, Prot. Jordan of 
Stanford University delivered an interesi- 
ing address on “Heredity in Domestic Ani- 
mals. There was also a discussion on 
cheaper production of milk, improvement 
of dairy stock, feeding of cows and produc- 
tion or procuring of foods. 

H. N. Le gBaron of Valley Ford told of 
the progress of dairy interests in Canada, 
in which country he Was formerly in busi- 
ness. There are no dairy schools there, 
but dairymen. receive instructions from 
government inspectors, who carefully over- 
look the manufacture of cheese. All the 
cheese made is of a uniform high quality. 
No cheese can be exported until it bas 
passed the eagle eyes of. the inspectors. 
Canada has prohibited ‘the manufacture or 
sale of oleomfargarine and adulterated 
cheese, and is the only country in the 
world which has such a law. The speaker 
referred to the need of such a law in this 
State, and urged the dairymen ‘to act to- 
gether for such a purpose. 

J. R. Denman of Petaluma, in a brief 
address, said that he thought the products 
of California cattle compare very favcr- 
ably with those of the Eastern States. As 
large a percentage of our butter, he said, 
is of the “fancy creamery’’ grade as the 
Eastern butter. He spoke with high 
praise of the creamery system cf butter- 
making, which, he said, had numerous ad- 
vantages over the old systems. The new 
system produces more and better butter 
than the old systems, much to the pe- 
cuniary advantage of the dairyman. He 
advocated uniform styles and sizes for 
butter, go that packages may be easily 
handled by the trade, and urged c 


‘Altogether the first convention of 


its regults upon the future of, this im- 
portant industry are likely to be far- 
reaching. The wonder is that the dairy- 
men of the State have walted so long 
‘without holding regular conventions. Now 
that they have made a start we shall ex- 
pect to see some interesting annual gather- 

ings as some of the most intelligent ana‘ 
brainy men in California are to be found 
in the ranks of the dairymen. 


At present there is a great impetus 
among farmens and stock raisers to pro- 
duce garn. beeves for market, and it 
is only their just due that higher prices 
should be paid for them. It is no attrac- 
tion for them to spend their time and labor 
upon the animals if they are to come in 
competition ‘with the poor native scrubs 
from Texas. During the last ten years 

we find a great improvement in the qual- 
ity of most of the beeves sent to market, 
and it seems about time for the farmers 
and breeders to combine to offset the per- 
nicious system followed. by many retail 
dealers. 

Sheep Wushanary.: 

(C. S. Walters in ‘American Cultivator:) 
This question, which is the best breed of 
sheep? is generally answered in various 
ways by those interested. The best breed, 
of course, is the one best adapted to the 
soil and surroundings of its home. In a 
series of exhaustive experiments in En- 
gland, it was found that the Cotswolds 
ate the most, gained the most, and pro- 
duced the most Wool. Many would con- 
clude naturally that this must be the best 
breed, but in the London market the mut- 
ton of these same Cotswold sheep brought 
the lowest of any per pound. The South 
Downs produced less mutton in proportion 
to the amount of fodd consumed, but the 
meat commanded the very highest price 
in the market, and more money and profit 
were obtained for one careass of this 
breed than for any Cotswold sold. On the 

other hand, there should be placed to ths 
credit of the latter a larger wool’ produc- 


| tion and less food consumed. The Hamp-

The Hamp- 
shire’ Down, the Oxford Down and Shrop- 
shire Down are breeds that indicate what 
good results were obtained from these 
crosses. 

Nearly all of these English breeds are 
bred almost exclusively for mutton, but 
in this country the Merino bas in the past 
been bred almost entirely for wool. Prob- 
ably éight-tenths of all the sheep in this 
country have Merino blood in them, but 
the mutton-produeing breeds of England 
and otland are rapidly changing their 
general characteristics. The Mering sheep 
are noted for their hafdiness, slow-grow- 
ing and long-lived qualities, while the En- 
glish mutton sheep are short-lived, rapid- 
gfowing, and generally very susceptible 
to adverse tcijroumstances. f 

From the improvements made in En- 
gland by crossing breads with directly 
opposite qualities, 
the best breeds of sheep for this country 
must be those produced by a cross between 
the American Merino and some of these 
imported full4bred animals. They bring 
over to this country many desirable quali- 
ties, the chief of which is fine mutton | 
and rapid growth.. They are not adapted 
to many parts of this country, but when 
crossed with the hardy Merino the progeny 
of the two partake of different character- 
istics. They are semi-hardy, very good 
mutton and wool producers. Undoubtedly 
the best: breed of sheep for this country 
will de of animals that can make a ‘big 
yield of. wool, and at the same time pro- 


duce a heavy carcass of finé, sweet mut- } 
ton., If that breed is not in existence to- 
‘day present ‘tendencies indicate. that it 
must come before long. 2

Feeding Roots. 

. p. Smith in American Cultivator:) 
Of the various root ‘crops swedes or ruta- 
bagas probably give the best all-round re- 
salts in cattle-feeding. This root is espe- 
cially adapted for winter storage, and if 
properly stored away in a good root cellar 
they can be carried over until June. The 
various varieties have different keeping 
qualities, and in raising them for feeding 
purposes they should be selected according 
to the time they are to be fed. The white 
and yellow-fleshed turnips are unsuitable for 
winter storage, fo the former lose their 


feeding valué by January, and should be 


all fed in the fall, while the latter should 
not be kept later than February. While 
Swedes do not produce the largest crop of 


roots, they have the highest all-round feed- 
ing value, so that they are the most valu- 
able for pthis purpose. 


el wurtzels yield a larger crop per 
acre than the swedes, and as a late winter 
‘storage crop they are of unsurpassed value. 
For feeding milch cows these roots are 
highly recommended, and should be made 
the staple winter food. They are probably 


among the most popular roots grown for 


winter feeding, and with a good stock of 
them on hand one need never worry about 
the feed of their animals through winter 


pana spring until new grass comes again. 


Carrots are fine food for horses in win- 
and where grain is high they make the 
substitute, but even with a grain 
they come in as a valuable article of 
In fact, roots f some kind in win- 


of the health of our animals. Carrots are 
not as generally grown for winter feeding 
as either of the two preceding roots, but 
they yield a large and valuable quantity of 


leexcellent food. Milch cows do almost as 


well on them as they do on swedes or man- 

gel wurtzels. Winter dairymen cannot 

giford to do without some of these roots. 
ZButter-makers probably get better re- 


| gults from the sugar beets than they do 


from the mangels. These beets have not 
been grown very generally in this country 
yet for feeding purposes, but they are un- 
doubtedly designed to supply a long-felt 
want. The introduction of the sugar-beet 
in the West for making sugar will popu- 
larize the beets for other purposes as well. 
Butter made from cows fed on sugar beets 
has a firmer body and.a finer flavor than 
that produced from any other.feed. Sugar 
beets are much larger than ordinary table 
beets, and they yield far greater tonnage 
to the acre. On good soil, properly culti- 
vated, an enormous crop of these roots can 
be raised. But they do not keep as well 
as mangel wurtzels or swedes. In raising 
the roots those that keep only a short 
time before losing their nutritive power 
should be fed first in the fall, keeping the 
late varieties until midwinter and spring. 

Nearly all roots require similar treat- 
ment. If the ground is thoroughly en- 
riched, and the plants thinned out") prop- 
erly in the rows, large crops can de har- 
vested. Thinning ont should be resorted 
to rigidly in order to produce large-sized 
roots. More will be gathered from an acre 
in this way than if grown thick and small. 
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It es impossible for a dairyman to know 
what economy really is while he 14 keep- 
ing poor stock. If he is obliged to keep 
one-third more cows than should furnish 
his present supplies of milk, butter antl 
cheese, any attempt.to save, by reducing 
the expense of their keep, can be but a 
trifle in comparison with what he must 
loge by feeding so many more than ‘should 
be needed. It is probale that with poor 
cows the attempt at economy in feeding 
wilk make them more unprofitable than 
they are now. The only true economy. 
is to secure cows that will produce the 
most, and then keep them up to their best 
by gocd care and feeding, taking care, 
however, not to overdo the business, and 
thus destroy good health, which must be 
the basis of all success. 


The Farmer’s Cow. 5 

(Henry 8. Redfield in Southern Farmer: 
The recent wonderful performance of Sig- 
nal's Lily Flagg 31035, has attracted 
marked attention, and such attention is 
deserved by any cow of any breed that 
under any conditions and under any sys- 
tem of care and feeding can produce over 
one thousand pounds of butter in a year.

There 
have been published by men, whose word 
would not be doudbted in any .transaction, 
yearly averages of entire herds of Jerseys 
that so far surpass the average yield of 
dairies as to. leabe little doubt as to the 
superior merit ot the breed. But the ob- 
jection is sometimes urged that, these re- 
ports also have come from breeders who 
have better accommodations for keeping 
stock than the farmer, who hires exten- 
sive labor, and a great deal of it, and 
that, ‘under conditions such as prevail | 
among intelligent, hard- working farmers, 
who manage their own herds, the Jer- 
sey will net make such a showing. ‘If 
based on facts, the objection is valid; but 
it is not so based, and knowing this, and 
knowing some farmers who manage their 
dairies solely for profit, who work with 
their own hands, who are breeders. only 
as every farmer who raises calves is a 
breeder, who have no fancy accommoda- 
tions for their cows, and who have set- 
tled upon Jerseys and stick to them, be- 
cause of their incomparable dairy quali- 
ties, I wrote to three of them, asking the 
number of cows in milk in 1891, and the 
average yield ‘of butter per cow. 

One writes: The number of cows milked 
in 1891 was ten; the average yield of 
butter was 285 pounds. For the year 1890, 
twelve cows . milked; yield, 297 
pounds.“ 

The report from another is: “uy milked 
seventy cows last year, and the average 
yield of butter per cow was 280 pounds.“ 
And the third, under date of August 20, 
says: “I am unable to give the number 
of cows milked last year, as we culled 
out some that were milked part of the 
year and sold. We have, for four or five 
years, previous to last year, milked from 
twenty-five .to. thirty-two cows, and the 
average yield per cow has been about 
three hundred pounds. That means the 
sales; no account is ever kept of the but- 
ter. used at home. Our sales last year 
were 8167 pounds, from what we thought 
would de equal to ‘twenty-seven cows the 
whole year. The best average yield per 
cow per year we were ever able to get, 
before we kept the Jerseys, was 175 
pounds, and that only once, often falling 
below 150 pounds per cow per year.“ 

To show further the value of these re- 
ports as proof of the merit of the Jersey, 
it need only be added that the first herd 
is in Bates ty, N. Y., in a fine farm- 
ing distriet; the second in Chemung 
county, N. T., on a farm which is chlefiy 
a hil} farm, though having some fine 
river flat, and the third on a distinctively 
mae farm, situated in Bradford county,

Tuberculosis in Poultry. 


U and Fireside:) The investigations | 


have been made with ‘cattle have in- 
a chser examination of diseased 
of poultry, and it ds now an ac- 
cepted fact that fowls are subject to what 
we will term, in rtell-understood lan- 
guage, as consumption. The term roup 
mas ‘heretofore covered all’ diseases cf 
fowls which include consumption, 
itheria, scrofula, etc., but 
stated (thet the true roup is really scrofula. 
It is mo surprise that flocks are sick for 
months, gradually dying off, and all reme- 
dies at fault, as no remedy can be of 
service. It has long been an old maxim 
that the best remedy for roup is the 
hatchet, but such a recommendation is 
usually very unsatisfactory ‘to readers, 
who prefer to make attempts at cures. 

If a single fowl is attacked, there is a 
liability of ail meeting the same mis- 
fortune, owing to the whole having’ the 
one water supply, and also hy individuals 
picking up and swallowing substances that 
have been contaminated by the sick fowl, 
which, being at liberty, renders every 
square foot of ground more or fess affected 
with the germs of the diseave. Thorough 
m@sinfection, therefore, is „ not 
only by tightly closing the poultry 
after driving owt the fowls, and’ burning 
sulphur therein freely, but also by the 
uss of disinfectants over the yards. Take 
a pound each cf sulphate of Copper ard 
wopperas and dissolve in six gallons of 
foiling water. Add a quart of lime ana 
stir well. Tue lime not only, ansists, bit 
shitws on tho ground, as it is white mak - 
‘mz the mixture bluish-white. Use this 
wice a week fer two weeks, then spade 
up the yard and repeat several times. 
Scatter air-slacked lime freely every-

They 
carry disease in many ways, often on 
their feet. It should be à rule to remove 
a hen from the flock on ithe first appear- 
ance of being sick.
